“The ettitude of the Arab against the Jaw, contrary to the expectations of some, is 
‘pot improving. ‘There seems to be an ever~increasing determination on the part of the 
Areb to return to bis homeland. Skirmishes across the border are continuous. The 
Axa who has lost bie lend to Isreel ané who sits on the rocky hiliside overlooking 
it, is often forced by seml-stervation to slip saaross the frontier and steal the 
produce from his own land. When he ice caught, wounds or death result. — 


“The refugee refuses resettlenent either in Jordan or inthe other Arab countries. 
Muws Alami, a Palestinian Arob, obtained a lend concession on the west benk of the 
Jordan River from the government for the purpose of using it for resettlement of the 
refugees. He was successful in finding good water in the wells he drilled and the 
land responded with crops. Houses were constructed and every opportunity was given 
to the refugee to establish e new home, but with absolutely no success. The refugee 
is told by the politicten thet he is going to be returned to his hom in Palestine 
and he is fearful of doing anything in the meantime which wild separate him from his 
UNRWA ration. Muse Alemi has kes treaetilamnt’ fara into villages vhere 
voys and girls can be treined schools. UNRWA aleo mist still look 
forward to the resettlement of its first refugee. In the meantime, the refugee is 
decaying in the cemps anid the flaw of hatred bourne ever more intensely.
